French company. The rights of this 
company were accordingly 
obtained 
and a treaty negotiated with the re- 
public of Colombia. 
This ticirfy has 
just been ratified by the senate. It le- 
serves all of Colombia's rights, while 
guaianteeing all of our own and those 
of neutial nations, and specifically per- 
mits us to take any and all measures 
for the defense of the winul. and for 
the preservation 
of our 
Interests,

two treaties, and the legislation to

Both poweis assuied us In explicit 


terms that there was not the slightest authority, 
intention on their part to violate the 
pilnclples of the Monroe doctrine, and 
this assurance was kept with an hon- 
orable good faith which merits full ac- 
knowledgement on our part. At the 
bame time, the existence of hosti.lties 
in a region so near our own borders 
was fraught with such possibilities,of 
danger In the future, that ,it waa «b- 
viously no less our duty to ourselve- 
than our duty to humanity to endeav- 
or to put an end to that. Accordingly 
by an offer of our goo3 services In a 
spiiit of frank friendliness to all the 
parties concerned, a spirit in which 
they quickly and cordially responded, 
\ve secured a resumption of peace— 
the contending parties agreeing that 
the matters which they could not set- 
tle among themselves should be refer- 
red to The Hague Tribunal for settle- 
ment. The United States had most 
fortunately alieady Deen able to set 
an example for other nations by util- 
izing the great possibilities for good 
contained in The Hague tribunal, a 
question at issue between ourselves 
and the lepubllc of Mexico being the 
first submitted to this International 
court of arbitration. 


Our Position. 
The terms which we have secured as

The Monroe Doctrine is not interna- 


tional law, and though I think one day 
it may become such, this is not nec- 
essary as long as It remains a card- 
inal feature, of our foreign policy and 
as long as we possess both the will and 
strength 
to make It effective. This 
last point, my fellow-citizens, is all 
important, and is one which as a people 
we can never afford to forgat. I believe 
In the Monroe Doctrine with all my 
heart and soul, I am convinced that 
the immense majority bf our fellow- 
ountiymen so believe in It, taut

vould infinitely prefer to see us aban- 
on it than to see us put it forward

If the 
American nation will speak softly, and 
yet build, and keep at a pitch of the 
highest training, a thoroughly efficient 
navy, the Monroe doctrine will go far 
I ask you to think over this. If you do 
you will come to the conclusion that II 
is mere plain common sense, so ob- 
viously sound that only the blind can 
fail to see Its truth and only the weak- 
est and most irresolute can fail to de- 
sire to put It into force.

That one of the 
things was the blocking of the" State- 
hood project for' Arizona is proved by 
the action of the legislature of the ter- 
ritory in passing the pro-Mormon wo- 
man suffrage bill that has been before 
It. 


Woman suffrage in Arizona means 


two votes, on an average, for every 
Mormon of voting age in the territory, 
for, as a rule, every Mormon who is 21 
years old has At least.one wife, and no 
Mormon woman ever votes against the 
wishes of the "^priesthood"—of which 
potent body ey^ry male Mormon in 
good standing is a member. 


On the other hand, the non-Mormon 


population of Arizona Is largely made 
up of bachelors, In the mining towns, 
'n business 
communities, 
on 
the 


ranches. While., the bill, if Governor 
Brodie permits.it'to become a law, will 
double the Mormon, vote -in the terri- 
tory, it will nrt increase the non-Mor- 
mon vote by'^ ore than one-third. Its 
passage by hothouses shows that the 
Mormons must'have got the territory 
completely under their control already 
.o make such legislation possible.

Mentally unbalanced and after four 


or five fruitless attempts at suicide,

W C Bowers was summoned and ex- 
amined and worked with the yotjng 
man but could do nothing for him. 
The doctor said he had taken mor- 
phine piotaably in several small doses 
and was of the opinion that it was 
with sulr-ldal intent. 
The fact that McGlennon has not 


been exactly right mentally for some 
time pat,t and because he hart threat- 
ened suicide a number of times and 
had tried to kill himself on several 
occasions it Is thought that there Is 
no doubt as to the correctness of the 
suicide theory MoGlennon was about 
23 years old.

EDWARD WILL VISIT ROME. 


Effort* Will Bo Made to Arrange That 


He May Be Able to Meet Leo. 


Rome, April 1—Although no official 


confirmation has yet been received, the 
news that King Edward will visit Rome 
at the end of this month has produced 
a great Impression at the Vatican. The 
ceremonial Initiated by the 
German 


emperor forms the precedent for the 
proceedure which may be adopted on 
the British kings visit. 
The rule Is 


for non-Catholic sovereigns to leave 
the qulrinal and go to the residence of 
their representative at the Holy See, 
whence, from neutral ground, they can 
proceed to the Vatican. 
King Edward, 


like the shah of Persia, has no repre- 
sentative at the Holy See. 
The Va- 


tican proposed to the shah that he 
start from the residence of another 
diplomatist, but this the shah refused 
to do. 
As It in Impossible to make 


the same propoxal to King Edward, 
all the diplomat y of the Vatican Is 
being brought Into play to secure an 
Interview between the king and tho 
pope. 
It is remembered the pope sent 


a special mission to the accession of 
King Edward, a courtesy which his 
majesty returned by sending Earl oj 
Denbigh as a spec ial envoy to the papal 
jubilee.
